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Chronicle reporis freedom schools “… are floundering 


Chinatown's freedom schools are 
floundering; according to a Story 
by Rose Pak that appPeared in the 
San Francisco Chronicle Monday-. 

MS. Pak reported that three of 
the Seven Schools that started in 
the summer of 1971 have closed， 
that enrollment has dropped by 
more than half，and that tulition 
has tripled: 

The Chinese Parents Cormmittee， 
organized five months ago to run 
the schools，has pledged to keep 
the remaining schools open at 
least until june，according to the 
Chronicle reporter. 

One of the reasons for the 
schools, according to the founding 
parents， was that“the children 
would be“culturally deprived” 让 
they were bused out of China- 
town. 

SETBACKS 

“We have had our setbacks but 
we are also very determined to 
fight it (busing) till the end”said 
Dr Dennis Wong，a Pharmacist， 
chairman of the parents” com- 
Imittee. 

There -is no question that the 
schools "have had setbacks 一 and 
not the least of their troubles has

“After 工 was there two months 
it became obvious to me that the 
committee was not really interest- 
ed in quality education,， said 
Celeste O'Keefe，one of the teach- 
ers who resigned.

TEACHER TURNOVER 

The schools had a large turmnover 
in teaching personnel even before 
the mass resignations.
